Michclc Pigeon was known as 
'"The Girl in the Iron Mask" be- 
cause a bizarre mental disorder 
forced her to live strapped Into a 
helmet — as protection against 
herself! 

Today, the Bradenton. Fla., girl Is a 
perfectly normal young woman, thanks to 
a dedicated doctor who cured her of her 
horrible disease. But she still bears the 
scars she got from smashing into walls, 
hitting herself in the face and trying to 
gouge out her eyes. 

"Now she's charming, she's perfect," said Ihe 
miracle worker, behavior modification expert Dr. 
Neil Sleisig. who has worked with Michel* for six 
long years. "She works hard, dresses beautifully 
and she's responsible and considerate. 

"If I had a daughter, I'd want her to be like Mi- 
chel* la now. But In the IS years I've worked with men- 
tal patients she's the most astounding case I've ever 

Michele first appeared tn Ihe pages of The NEWS 
back in November. 1982. after her behavior got so wild 
she had lo be imli tut ional Uod. She was 15 years old 
then and her case wax considered hopeless. A number 
of experts had given up on her. 

Dr. Sleisig began working with her in 1983 and 
realized within weeks that Michele had the svorst case 
of autism he had ever seen. Michele had In be lied down 
because four or five people could barely keep her from 
lashing out at herself — or anyone who got in her way. 
-~) Within weeks, Dr Sleisig stopped lying her and simply 
wrestled her to a standstill when she irwd to attack. Two 
•* ■•*» years later, she was well enough lo do witltout her hetrorL 

"It look enormous persistence and energy." (he 
Miami psychologist recalled. 
"The staff had lo wrestle her 
from moment to moment. The 
amount of pain Michele put 
herself through was awful. She 
would hit herself thousands of 
times a day if you let her. She 
mutilated her faro and de- 
stroyed the virion in one ■■• ■ 
"Slowly and surely by talk- 
ing lo her. we shaped hor think- 
ing Into normal lines and she 
learned she had to cooperate. 

"In the early years, she 
dislocated my shoulder. She 
scratched, bit, kicked. Michele 
kicked me in the face. I looked 
like I was in a street fight To- 
day. If you see her and talk to 
her, you'd wonder why she's 
still in treatment" 

Michele lives at South Florida 
Hospital near Ft. I^uderdalr 
now and Is continuing her treat- 
ment with Dr. Sleisig.
